Bursley Bill - Killing Us. 


School Superintendent, Fraser Dean, has stated 


that the current method of funding schoois, commoniy 
called the Bursley Bill is the maior reason rural schoo! 
districts are facing financial crisis. 

Dean stated under the old system (before Bursley 
formula) budget minded schools could stand fairly firm 
against millage increases and utilize increases in 
property valuations to offset cost increases. Now this 
is no longer possible. 

The Bursley Bill is designed so that districts must 
levy a certain jevel of millage in order to get full state 
aid. Currently that levy is 25 and the local school 


system is losing about $158,400 state aid each year 


because their millage levy is only 19.25 mills. 

Currently the state of Michigan guarantees each 
district $39.00 for each student for every mill levied by 
the district. In the Crawford AuSable Schoo! district 
that means that the state will pay state aid at 12.00 per 
mill since a mill locally brings in $27.00 per pupil. 

On the surface it seems to be an equitable plan 
because it guarantees an equal yleld per nill. However, 
it has had a devastating effect on rural and northern 
Michigan districts because it has neutralized the effect 
of raising property assessments to increase school

Last Saturday evening, May 3, over two hundred invited 
relatives, friends and special guests witnessed the premiere 
performance of the Broadway Musical "Music Man” in the Joseph 
Stripe Auditorium.

Little place has problems 


That “little place up north” may not 
be all that it’s cracked up to be as the 
key to peace and contentment, 
according to some more of those 
mytinehattering university speciai- 
ists 

Asa matter of fact, warns Elizabeth 
Mowery, Michigan State University 
extension housing specialist, after a 
recent study, living in northern 
Michigan may be more expensive 
than living in urban areas. 

The costs aside, northern living 
may have fully as many problems as 
life anywhere else-although of a 
distinct kind. She cites such factors 
as spiraling tax rates, limited ser- 
vices, environmental dangers, in- 
Ciéased restrictions, and other un- 
‘pleasantries. 

“Construction of !-75 and U.S. 27 
was followed in the 1960s by a 
tremendous building boom in north- 
ern counties on either side of these 
highways,” Mrs. Mowery explains. 

“in Clare County, where 1-75 and 
U.S. 27 meet, populations more than 
doubled in a 10-year period. A large 
Proportion of the new residents—56 
percent, including both year-round 
and seasonal—came from the auto- 
mobile producing centers of Detroit, 
Bay City-Saginaw, and Lansing.” 

The original attractions were low 
cost properties, fow tax rates, and 
elbow room; but what went un- 
noticed many times by buyers was 
smail, particularly ‘along water front 
age. And much of the construction 
was not controlled by land use or 
building codes. 

Most initial investmenis in second 
homes were less than $15,00C, Mrs. 
Mowery notes; but as these “vacation 
hideaways” are converted to year- 


round use, costs mount quickly, 


“Conversion to year-round use is 
accompanied by installation of in- 
door plumbing, septic tanks, electri- 
city and heating plants,” she ex- 


plains. “This compounds the environ- 
mental stress -already created by 


ye

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increasing population. Waterfront 
lots in particular are often too small 
to adequately handle a septic system, 
and as a result many northern areas 
fiave pollution problems.” 

Simple population increase by 
itself means more services, and 
therefore more taxes. But when city

To The Editor: . : 

Once more the mighty wis- 
dom of the D.N.R. nears -it's 
ugly head; this time college 
educated fish biologist versus 
the common sense of the 
people of Grayiing, and Craw- 
ford Co. Not that there !s 
anything wrong with college, 
but it does make you wonder 
about the ability of the biologist 
to absorb all the knowledge 
they must have been exposed 
to. These college wonders have 
CoRipi publishes an 
extensive article reporting the 
benefits of removing the U.S. 27 
dam in Grayling. I'm sure the 
report covers quite thoroughly 
the arguments beneficial to 
their proposal, but | do believe 
they left out many important 
facts. 

If reducing the Mill pond level 
is going to meke ft. prime trout 
water, | wonder why tite miles of 
river above the old power dam to 
Bradford take is not considered 
prime trout water? This stretch 
is not impounded by any 
obstructions. In their studies, 
they have discovered many 
rough fish in the Grayling Mill 
Pond, mostly suckers. These 
suckers are not a permanent 
resident of the Mill Pond. They 
spend their winters in Shellen- 
barger Lake, which is below 


Grayling, aad their cummers in 


the “AuSable below Grayling. 
Many migrate to the Mill Pond 
or the upper regions of the 
AuSable. A great number spend 
the summer in what the 0.N.R. 
calls prime trout water several 
miles below Grayling. One 
important fact was understand- 
ably left out of their disclosure 
of statistics covering the shock- 
ing of the Mill Pond and the 
prime trout waters. Rough fish 
outnumber the trout in the Mill 


Pond, and trout outnumber the . 


rough fish in the lower regions 
of the AuSable, but nothing has 
been sald regarding the number 
of trout planted in the Mill Pond 
over the years, in comparison to 
the millions they must have 
piatied int ie So Catied Frime 
trout waters.

would be forced to take the fifth 
amendment rather than make a 
public disclosure, if asked to do 
SO, and I'm not alone, there are 
many others!! Evidentally these 
fish hadn't bean given the same 
information these college edu- 
cated fish biologists were ex- 
posed to, about the mill pond 
being unsuitable for raising 
trout, or thoy would mover nave 
raised the untold generations of 
trout it takes to make these 
frequent catches possible. 
When one questions the 
wisdom of the all knowing 
D.N.R. thay become very in- 
dignant, but concrete facts liks 


these make their statements. 


pretty. hard to go down, even 
when it’s being rammed down. 
Speaking of concrete, our 
recently curtailed fish haichery; 
used for many years to raise 
millions of trout to be nlanted 
all over Michigan, was closed 
down because it was no longer 
practical. It did a remarkable joo 
for years when supervised by 
adequate personne} who had 
enough common sense to get 
the job done. It is my own 


personal opinion that the down- 
fall of the fish hatchery started 
about the time someone got the 
bright idea of removing al! the 
shade, green grass, and foliage, 
and replacing it with concrete 
that soaked up the sun all day 
long, reflecting it back into the 
water jong after the sun went 
down. The insanity of such a 
blunder should have taught 
somebody someihing. fi was 
rumored at this time that an 
employee came in early every 
morning te remove the hun- 
dreds of dead trout from the 
ponds before the visiting public 
arrived. If this is true, it makes 
you wonder if enough money 
could be spent to rehabilitate 
the Grayling hatchery, rather 
than spend a million dollars or 
more buliding another hatchery. 

Some years back an article 
appeared in the Readers Digest 
entitled "Two against the Wild- 
erness” all about a couple in 
Canada who with the help of a 
wheel barrow and two beavers 
furnished by the Canadian 
Government, transferred a small 
trickel of a creek into a vast 
empire of wiidiife, backwaters, 
and abundance of fish, ducks, 
and game. The Canadian Gov't. 
was So impressed, they pursued 
his plan to even greater lengths, 
and are stil! doing so. We are 
fortunate to have the makings of 
@ sanctuary already made for us 
in the MillPond. Our problem is 
to try and hang on to it. If all 
else fails in getting the dams 
torn out, | wouldn't be surprised 
if the D.N.R. starts a Program 
training beaver to work againsi 
their own instincts and use their 
tails to dig out a dam rather 
than build one. 

tf the D.N.R. realiy wanted to 
do something to promoie beiier 
trout fishing in the Mill Pond, 
‘hey would build a fish ladder, 
since it's a known fact a trout 
has to have a running start to 
make the falls, while a sucker

We have had a Mill Pond as 
far back as anyone | know can 
remember, Jong before the 
present one, which was most 
likely put there before some of 
the people who want it taken 
out were even born. The old mill 
pond dam had a fish ladder of 
sorts, a simple slatted race-way 
of mismatched boards that Jet a 
fish hump b : 
the current 
stretch of water. The fishing

On March 25, 1975, Michigan Consolidated Gas Com-

The 
balance of the revenue increase would be charged ic 
commercial and industrial customers. 

Michigan Consolidated furnishes natural gas at 
retail to approximately one million customers in its 
Districts of Detroit, Grand Rapids, Muskegon, Ann 
Arbor, Big Rapids, Greenville-Belding, Mt. Pleasant, 
Traverse City, Ludington, Cadillac, Manistee, Petoskey, 
Alpena.
